Improving student MCAS scores has been 
an ongoing goal that has met with success; 
315 students passed the third grade Reading 
Test out of 318. These figures equate to 99.1 
percent. Also, 251 members of the class of 
2004 have passed the English Literature Arts 
and Mathematics portions of the MCAS out of 
271 students. As the second class that must 
pass the test in order to graduate from high 
school, this figure equals 93 percent. In addi¬ 
tion to a self-taught remediation software pro¬ 
gram (Test U) that is available to students as 
part of the mandatory ninth grade MCAS 
course, MCAS remediation classes are also 
offered to students during school hours. 
Small class size and parent involvement have 
also contributed to the rise in test scores. 

All School Councils participated in a Joint 
School Council Training Session that was con¬ 
ducted by a consultant from UMASS Lowell. 
This session, which was open to students, par¬ 
ents, teachers, administrators, and community 
members, focused on the development of 
School Improvement Plans. 

Safety continues to be a primary focus in 
our schools. Working in close conjunction 
with both the City’s Emergency Planning 
Team and Police Department, the school 
department has revised its Code Orange 
Procedure and initialed practice drills at all <>1 
its schools. Safe and detailed evacuation "plans 
are being developed at each school to insure 
the safety of all faculty, staff and students in 
case of an emergency. 

Dropout rates are down. More high 
school students are going to college. But we 
still have much more to do and we cannot 
afford to slow down on educating our chil-

dren. We have an obligation to give our chil¬ 
dren, through education, a future of hopes 
and dreams. The School Committee and I 
have continued to take steps in improving the 
quality of the elementary and secondary edu¬ 
cation in Agawam. We continue to promote 
higher academic standards. 

We have been able to achieve these 
improvements through the continued fiscal 
stability of the city. The Town has maintained 
a strong financial position during difficult 
times. We will have to continue our budget 
monitoring and will have to evaluate all 
spending requests very carefully. Tax receipts 
account for nearly half of the Town’s revenues 
and collections are expected to remain solid, 
averaging approximately 100 percent of the 
last five years. We believe that the Lax base will 
continue to see growth. The adoption of 
Section 57 of Chapter 40 produced receipts of 
approximately $200,000 in the last year and 
collections have continued to remain strong. 
We continue working to make sure that every¬ 
one pays their fair share, by pursuing delin¬ 
quent accounts. The Town’s economy bene¬ 
fits from the stability provided by both its 
industrial growth and residential develop¬ 
ment which we expect will continue. Our 
bond rating was upgraded to AA- by Standard 
and Poors. We also hold an Aa3 rating from 
Moody’s Investor Service which was upgraded 
last year. This is substantial especially with 
today’s economic conditions. Our good bond 
rating allows us to borrow at a lower interest 
cost to the Town. Our stable outlook reflects 
the expectation that we will continue our pru¬ 
dent financial management and maintain 
adequate reserve-levels. 

Our tax rate.continues to remain the low¬ 
est of 18 surrounding communities: $14.75 
for residential and $24.08 per thousand for 
commercial and industrial property. With the 
many services the Town of Agawam provides 
its residents, the tax rate of $14.75 is certainly 
one to be proud of. 


In 2003, major portions of Suffield Street 
and Mill Street totaling 1.7 miles in length 
were improved utilizing milling, a stress 
absorbing membrane and resurfacing. The 
stress absorbing membrane has proven suc¬ 
cessful in the prevention of reflective crack¬ 
ing. Pavement cracks were? sealed on Pine 
Street, Maple Street and a portion of North 
West Street to extend pavement life. 

Sidewalks were repaired or replaced on 
portions of Springfield Street, Rroz Terrace, 
Willowbrook Drive, Florida Drive, Vadnais 
Street and Barn Road. A broken storm drain 
was repaired on North wood Street and addi¬ 
tional catch basins were constructed on 
Cherry and Mill Streets, Alhambra Circle and 
Doane Avenue. 

The water main improvement project on 
North West Street was completed with the 
installation of 2,100 feet of 8" ductile iron 
pipe. In addition, 360 feet of new water main 
was installed on Liberty Avenue to eliminate 
dead-end mains and thereby improve water 
quality. The water main on Riverside Avenue 
that was suffering from frequent breaks was 
replaced. 

Two public meetings were held to gather 
public comment on the facility plan for the 
extension of sewer service in the southerly 
and westerly portions of Feeding Hills. A 
meeting with the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection was held late in 
the year to gather their comments prior to 
the final submittal of the plan due in early 
2004. 

On August 14, 2003, the Town look own-' 
ership of the new DPW facility at 1000 
Suffield Street. Architectural firms have sub¬ 
mitted proposals, three firms were inter¬ 
viewed to prepare architectural plans for the 
facility which will bring us well into the future 
and a selection of one of the firms will be 
made shortly. The second phase of cart path 
construction was completed at the Agawam 
Municipal Golf course with the paving of 


nearly 1,100 feet of additional cart paths. In 
addition, the 15th green at the course was 
replaced with a higher and larger green to 
eliminate water saturation. 

All the programs offered by the Park and 
Recreation Department continued to be suc¬ 
cessful. More family activities were offered 
this past year including ice skating at Amelia 
Park in Westfield, movie nights and a family 
game night. Field hockey for girls in grades 5- 
8 was added and had more than 40 girls sign 
up in the first season. Both the junior pro¬ 
gram for girls in grades five and six and the 
senior program for girls in grades seven and 
eight had an outstanding rookie year. In addi¬ 
tion to the annual Red Sox trips to Fenway 
and Yankee Stadium, trips to the Bronx Zoo, 
a whale watch and an outing to Salem were 
offered. Our most successful trip was an 
overnight trip to Niagara Falls and then off to 
see the New England Patriots open the season 
against the Buffalo Bills in Buffalo. 

Perry Lane Summer Camp again contin¬ 
ued to evolve into one of the best camps in 
Western Massachusetts. In 2003, the enroll¬ 
ment was increased to make room for 20 addi¬ 
tional children in each of its four sessions. A 
council ring was built to give the campers a 
place to start and end each day as well as a 
place to perform the numerous songs and 
skits that became part of the every day pro¬ 
gram. Once again the campers and staff were 
entertained by the sounds of singing, laugh¬ 
ing and performing skits. Camp also saw the 
addition of a Nature Specialist who focused 
on teaching the campers more about the nat¬ 
ural surrounding of camp and a general 
respect for nature. 

The Shea Field Skatepark saw its third 
year of operation in 2003 and received anoth¬ 
er $25,000 facelift changing the existing park 
by adding more new elements, all of which 
were privately funded; from Berkshire Powt r\ 
annual donation.

from the blood stream. Within about nine 
days, Accutane is gone from the blood and has 
no lasting effect. This is good news for women 
taking this drug'who may want to have a baby 
some time in the future, because the most 
damaging side effect of Accutane are serious 
birth defects. 

The news report indicated that an option 
was to remove this drug from the market due 
to the serious issue of birth defects, including 
mental retardation and physical malforma¬ 
tions. Women who may be candidates for this 
medication are asked to sign a detailed con¬ 
sent form containing a list of warnings. They 
are asked to take a pregnancy test before tak¬ 
ing this drug and advised to be on oral birth 
control along with another form. The sugges¬ 
tion of taking a pregnancy test before each 
refill is given is a great idea. Because the birth 
defects caused by Accutane are so serious, it is 
important not to share this prescription with 
others.

The band breaks down into 13 
adults, 14 high school students, 
four junior high students, and one 
middle school student. 

There are two collegiate music 
majors in the group. Patrick 
Lennon (John Lennon’s son) 
attends Westfield State College, 
and Angela Gontczaruk, attends 
Holyoke. Community College. 
Angela is conducting one of the 
band’s numbers. 

. The group is a non-denomina- 
tional, non-profit, and completely 
volunteer organization. In addi¬ 
tion to the 32 members, there are 
seven staff members. 

All Agawam Public School 
bands give extra credit for mem¬ 
bership in the Sacred Heart Band. 
Membership is also counted as 
community service, for example, 
for the Boy Scouts. 

Lennon said, “We are extreme¬ 
ly proud of the diversity of ages 
and the extent of family participa¬ 
tion. Father Ron (Sadlowsky) of 
Sacred Heart has been most sup¬ 
portive.” 

Teresa LIoll is the manager of 
the Sacred Heart Band. Linda 
Lennon takes care of scheduling. 
Herb Holl handles the seating 
arrangements, takes pictures, and 
makes audio discs, while Jim 


Davignon transports the equip¬ 
ment. 

Norma Turcotte has been co¬ 
director of the Sacred Heart Band 
for three years. She and Tammy 
Watson, music director at Agawam 
High School, coordinate the 
music. “Tammy and I are writing 
the music for the field show for the 
marching band.” 

‘Tammy gets the arrangements 
of songs, we listen, write some¬ 
thing, then modify it to what she 
wants, using a computer program 
into which all the music has been 
entered,” Lennon noted. 

The band’s most recent per¬ 
formance had an interesting side¬ 
light to it. John McCarthy, parent 
of band members Joseph and J. T., 
wanted the band to perform at the 
Bethany Health Care Center in 
Framingham. 

Sister Mary Magdelaine 
(Catherine McCarthy) belongs to 
the order of the Sisters of St. 
Joseph, the group that runs 
Bethany Health Care Center. She 
is the aunt ofjohn McCarthy. 

Lennon was interested, but 
when he learned who this Sister 
was, he became extremely enthusi¬ 
astic. Sister Magdelaine was a 
teacher of music at St. William’s 
School in Dorcester, Massachusetts 
from the late 1930’s until the early

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1950’s. 

During some of those years, 
when Lennon was living in the 
Boston area, the St. William’s 
School Band, taught by Sister 
Magdelaine, became successful 
and well known. “After World War 
II, churches started to sponsor 
bands and youth groups,” he 
recalled. 

“Dominic Van Cully turned the 
band into a parish band and, with 
Sister Magdelaine’s assistance, this 
band won first place for something 
like 17 years out of 18 in competi¬ 
tion,” Lennon remembered “One 
of the judges was Agawam High 
School’s former Director of Music, 
Darcy Davis,” Lennon said. 

“They played in New York in 
one of the larger parades,” Mrs. 
Helen McCarthy, grandmother of 
Joseph and J.T. McCarthy, remem¬ 
bered. “Whenever she would visit, 
she would always try to engage the 
children in some musical activity. 
She helped spark interest in music 
in the kids.” 

The Sacred Heart Band con¬ 
vened in the church parking lot 
Saturday, February 28 and traveled 
to Framingham. 

Mrs. McCarthy was transported 
separately and met up with the 
band in Framingham. Helen, 
widow of john McCarthy, Sr. is the 
sister-in-lgw of Sister Magdelaine 
and had not seen her sister-in-law 
for several years. 

“It was one of our best per¬ 
formances. It really went well,” 
Lennon remarked. “The nuns 
were very receptive. We did ‘Rock 
Around The Clock’ and a few 
other rock songs, and the nuns 
were dancing in the halls. The per¬ 
formance was televised on closed 
circuit television so that all the resi¬ 
dents could be included. 

“The main objective of the 
Sacred Heart Band is to perform 
for those audiences that cannot 
get out to enjoy public concerts. 
We perform many concerts at 
assisted living facilities, nursing 
homes, orphanages and hospitals, 
including the Holyoke Soldier’s 
Home. 

“In addition to playing at 
Agawam’s Inauguration ceremony, 
we played at the VFW/MIA 
Dedication and have performed 
for many churches in the area, 
including St. David’s Episcopal 
Church. 

“We have also put on a concert 
for ,the Knights of Columbus at St. 
John the Evangelist Church Hall, 


at Easthampton Congregational 
Church, at the Agawam Senior 
Center, where Darcy Davis some¬ 
times joins us playing his trumpet, 
and at municipal functions. We are 
included in the 150-year celebra¬ 
tion ceremony of the establish¬ 
ment of Agawam, scheduled for 
May 2005. 

“The music we play is diversi¬ 
fied and includes patriotic, rock, 
big band, and movie favorites. We 
try to play something for everyone. 
The band has truly evolved to be a 
first-class show band,” Lennon 
added. 

Lennon stressed that the band 
is open to anyone who wants to 
play. “Our only requirement is the 
desire to be there. We can use any¬ 
one who wants to join, from ages 
10 to 70. We invite them to come 
join us and urge them not to 
worry. Getting back into playing is 
like riding a bike: it comes back.” 

The role of the Sacred Heart 
Band, according to Lennon, is 
“pretty much that of Agawam’s 
community band.” Many town res¬ 
idents will recall the band's upbeat 
performance of “Stand By Me” at 
the swearing-in ceremony of the 
Mayor and City Council at the 
Agawam Middle School. The band 
performs between 10 and 15 times 
a year. 

Lennon is a former Bostonian. 
He attended Boston Technical 
High School and Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy, playing trom¬ 
bone and baritone for several 
Catholic Youth Organization 
bands and a drum and bugle 
corps. He took a course in music 
arranging at Berkeley School of 
Music prior to becoming 
employed by Mobil Oil. 

From 1970 to 1978, he was a 
seaman, sailing abroad for three 
months at a time and returning for 
one month’s vacation. 

From 1978 to 1989, Lennon 
served as a barge captain. These 
large ocean vehicles would be 
pulled by tug boats 350' to 400’ 
long. He ended this occupation 
not long after Mobil was bought 
out by Exxon. 

Lennon worked with Ken 
Longstreeth, former Agawam 
Middle School Band director, 
before becoming director of the 
Sacred Heart Band. 

John and his wife, Linda, have 
been married since 1980, live in 
Agawam, and have two children - 
Patrick Lennon andjohn Lennon. 




























Parish Cupboard Helping A Variety Of People 


Results were announced recently of the 
Paiish Cupboard survey of dining room 
guests. Every year during February, the 
Parish Cupboard does a census to get an 
idea of the number of different people 
who use their dining room. This year, the 
questions included first names, where peo¬ 
ple lived, and whether each patron was 
working or not. 

“To seem less like pollsters, we asked if 
they had a favorite food,” said Candy 
Boucher, Executive Director of the West 
Springfield soup kitchen. Favorites helped 
the staff prepare a special Valentine’s Day 
luncheon menu of round steak, oven fried 
chicken, and side dishes. 

“At the Parish Cupboard, we celebrate 
holidays at our table, just like we would at 
home, developing relationships with peo¬ 
ple who are struggling to get or keep jobs, 
people who are estranged from loved ones, 
and people who think hope and love are 
for everybody but them,” elaborated 
Boucher. Most recently, the Mardi Gras 
lunch included red beans, sausage and 
rice, and what Boucher labeled her* 


call Enfield, Westfield, Chicopee, and 
Hampden home, while several said they 
were homeless. Twenty-eight people said 
they were working either part-time or full¬ 
time and 48 said they were not working. 

“When, it came to favorite foods,” says 
Boucher, “we heard everything from pasta 
and meatballs, enchiladas, hamburgers and 
French fries, Chinese, turkey, and kielbasa 
to peanut butter. One respondent shares 
my favorite, lobster, but we’ve never had 
that here.” 

Boucher went on to explain that the 
preferences represent a great cultural 
diversity represented by people who find 
themselves eating at her soup kitchen. For 
that reason, the Parish Cupboard menu is 
also diverse. “The only difference between 
our patrons and our families, is that they 
don’t have the choice to go to the refriger¬ 
ator or their favorite restaurant if they 
don’t like the menu,” she said. Meals for 
the Parish Cupboard are often provided by 
church groups or leftovers from a business 
luncheon or neighborhood restaurant. 


Funds collected during March and 
April in the Cash for the Cupboard cam¬ 
paign support the soup kitchen and food 
pantry. Both arc housed in the same build¬ 
ing at 1023 Main Street in West 
Springfield. Because of cramped quarters, 
only 10 people can enter the dining room 
at a time, causing a line to form, especially 
at lunch time. 

Boucher says there are other options 
for hungry people with the Springfield 
Rescue Mission for breakfast and other 
soup kitchens in Springfield, Holyoke, and 
Chicopee for tunch or dinner. Most of the 
people who eat at the Parish Cupboard 
walk there. 

“Why we feed people who don’t live in 
our community is a good question, but 
when we do, we provide first class hospitali¬ 
ty like they are guests in our own home. I 
believe that’s what our donors expect.”

Many local families will embark on spring 
break vacations this year to destinations across 
the country. Whether you’re planning a trip to 
a theme park, the beach or skiing in the moun¬ 
tains, the American Red Cross, Pioneer Valley 
Chapter offers some helpful tips to ensure the 
safety of your family. 

1. Update your family communication plan: 
Make sure each traveler in your family has an 
updated list of telephone numbers and e-mail 
addresses of essential contacts. Additionally, 
each person should have a way to he able to 
make long distance telephone calls without 
using a cell phone. (In times of disaster, cell 
phones get overloaded and may not work. 
Having a calling card with toll free access over 
“landlines” may be the only way you can contact 
family members if you are separated when disas¬ 
ter strikes.) 

2. Determine what disasters regularly occur 
in your vacation destinations: First, talk with 
your family about the disasters that can happen 
in the area you’re visiting. Learn the names of 


the county you will be visiting, because severe 
weather warnings are given by county name. 
Calmly explain the potential dangers and plan 
to share responsibilities and work together as a 
team. Make sure ever/ family member knows 
their particular responsibilities. 

3. Establish an out-of-town friend to be your 
“family contact”: After a disaster, it’s often easier 
to call long distance over landlines. Separated 
or affected family members should call this per¬ 
son and tell them where they are. Everyone 
must know your contact’s phone number and e- 
mail address. 

4. Proper Identification: Make sure to have 
a photo ID for each member of the household, 
including children. Bring passports if traveling 
outside the U.S., even if a passport is not 
required. If a disaster happens at your home 
while you are away, you may need to have a 
photo ID to be admitted to your neighborhood 
upon return. If no photo ID is available for 
some family members, at least have a current 
photo and important information, such as each 


member’s full name, date of birth and social 
security number. (If a child gets lost, this infor¬ 
mation will prove invaluable.) 

5. Driving to your destination? Pack essen¬ 
tial emergency supplies: Include a battery-pow¬ 
ered radio, flashlights and extra batteries; a 
blanket-jumper cables; a fire extinguisher (5 lb., 
A-B-C type); a first aid kit and manual; bottled 
water and nonperishable high-energy foods, 
such as granola bars, raisins and peanut butter; 
maps; a shovel; a tire repair kit and pump; tools, 
such as pliers and a small hammer; and flares.

Skiing falls can produce health problems!

Astigmatism 

The word itself sounds much more serious 


than it actually is. Associated with both near¬ 
sightedness and farsightedness, Astigmatism is 
the most common of vision problems. 

Simply put, the condition occurs when the 
eye lacks a single point of Focus. People with 
astigmatism have a random, inconsistent vision 
pattern, where some objects appear clear and 
others blurry. 

Usually present at birth and neither wors¬ 
ens or improves over time, an astigmatismatic 
person has a cornea (clear covering of the eye- 
ball) shaped like an oblong football as 


opposed to a round baseball. This will cause 
images to focus on two different areas inside 
the globe of the eye rather than one area 
directly on the retina. 

Most prescriptions for glasses will have 
some amount of astigmatic correction. The 
numbers of the prescription might look like 
this -100 -100 x!25. Contacts or eyeglasses can 
be used to correct this problem. Toric contacts 
are used with more severe astigmatic patients.

you. Like I have said before, go talk to the 
parish priest. Don’t be mad at me that you 
didn t pay attention during Catechism.

I 
suggest you change tradition and get a nice 
leg of lamb and after you pat it dry, rub it 
all over with salt, pepper, and fresh rose¬ 
mary. Now make about 100 little slices in 
the fat and the outside meat and insert a 
stud of garlic in each hole. Roast the lamb 
until the desired temp. 

\ suggest adding a portion of chopped 
ted plums and some port wine at the last 
hour or so of cooking. After you remove 
the Iamb to rest before carving, bring the 
juices and plum compote to a simmer on 
top of the stove. If the prices need to be 
thickened a bit, just a little flour and water 
will do the trick. Last, but not least, drop in 
two tablespoon of softened butter after you 
shut off the heat. Whisk this in and your 
sauce is ready. 

Serve with a nice rice pilaf, flat bread, 
and an assortment of olives. A nice deep 
red wine with lots of plum and fruit 
essences is the right pick for this meal. A 
cheese plate is also nice to have with this 
meal. Try several Italian and Greek cheeses 
with those olives. 

One thing to keep in mind if you really 
want that ham.

Leaving your job often means making 
important decisions about your future.

You know, I am tired and I don’t think it’s 
from getting burnout from my job. I love my 
job, although I have to admit that I do find it 
frustrating at times. Take yesterday, for 
instance. 

Jake happened to be in my office to go 
over his schedule. We started talking about his 
prior performance in school and his current 
one. Then, we proceeded to*talk about drugs. 
It was no secret. Jake had been caught for 
using and I was pretty certain he was still doing 
drugs. 

He looked me right in the eye as we talked; 
he was really forthcoming, but that didn’t 
make me any happier with what he had to say. 
“You know, Mrs. Cohen. I do use. But so what? 
Everyone uses. And I gotta tell you something, 

I only smoke pot. It mellows me out and lets 
me have a better time. When I feel down, I 
know just what to do and it works. I can han¬ 
dle it. It’s not like I am doing heroin. It’s no 
big deal. I don’t have a problem.” 

“Well, Jake,” I countered, “I do think it’s a 
big deal and I’ll tell you why. Often, it stops 
you from thinking clearly. Yes, it does work; it 
mellows you out for a while and ybu really 
don’t care about anything, but then you know 
what happens? When you stop using, you 
come down and start feeling depressed, so 


then you start using again. And the cycle con¬ 
tinues and you become dependent on pot and 
then one day you find that pot just doesn’t do 
it any more and you graduate to something 
else. “ 

Jake just wasn’t buying what I had to say. I 
could see it and was upset by it, but realized 
that I was powerless to do anything about'it 
until he chooses to do something about it him¬ 
self. 

I still remember the young man who used 
to “just use pot.” His grades were slipping, but 
he was mellow. From pot, he went on to 
cocaine and then eventually lie went on to 
heroin. It was riot a pretty story. He became 
addicted; his life was out of control. Luckily 
for him, his parents were able to intervene. He 
was able to seek treatment and did start to 
recover. He was one of the fortunate ones. 
Others are not so lucky. 

Unfortunately, young people seem to have 
a Superman philosophy. They can handle any¬ 
thing; nothing will happen to them. Because 
of the drugs they are using, they are unable to 
think clearly, and when they do, they still don’t 
get it. They are great manipulators and excuse- 
makers. They are able to justify their using: "l 
can stop any time; I don’t really have a prob¬ 
lem.” And moms and dads often buy into this. 
Why? Because, the parents want to believe 
their child is okay; they want to believe he can 
handle the situation. Perhaps the parents 
themselves use and therefore they feel it’s okay 
that their kids use. After all, the parents are 
able to function, but are they? 

1 think our society has to do some serious 
soul searching concerning drugs and realize 
how lethal they can be. They end up owning 
you, body and soul. They determine your 
actions. If you become addlcitod, you will do 
anything to get your drug. Often, many sell 
drugs to keep their habit alive. Many sell their 
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belongings. Many steal. Remorse doesn’t exist. 
The drugs are now determining their actions. 
How sad! How avoidable! 

When Jake came in my office and we 
talked, so many pictures of other young peo¬ 
ple came to my mind, young people who had 
used and just were not ready to admit they had 
a problem. They had to reach bottom, go 
through very difficult times, and then, and 
only then, were they able to change. 
Unfortunately, some never changed. Some 
ended up in jail, some ended up dead, and 
some ended up Just wandering through life 
with no positive goal in sight. 

Hopefully, Jake will see the light and mend 
his ways, but I now realize, after ul! these years. 
that I do not have the power to make tfn >■ 
young people change. They have vossavw 
it themselves. They Wave to stop being In 
denial and admit they do have a problem. 
They have to stop making excuses. As parents 
you can push them, but many times this will 
not help until they finally see themselves in 
the mirror and don’t like their image. They - 
have to finally say, "It is a big deal. ”

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Cathedral's Hex Over Agawam High School 
Continues In Dl Quarterfinals, 62-47

Without a doubt, “why” can be a frustrat¬ 
ing word. Why is it that way? Because, when 
you’re asked to explain a meaning for it, there 
isn’t always an answer, only a gray area. 

Agawam High’s girls’ varsity basketball 
Coach Bronwyn Monahan shook her head 
after her kids fell 62-47 to visiting fifth seed 
Cathedral last Friday night in a quarterfinal 
battle of the Western Mass Division I 
Tournament. There was more to it. The loss 
was the third time this season they fell to the 
Panthers and 10th straight overall. Why? “I 
love these kids,” she said referring to her team, 
maybe trying not to answer the question. 

“It’s just sports,” the coach added, real dis¬ 
appointment behind the words, fully aware of 
all the work her fourth-seeded Brownies put in 
the previous week to prepare for the fifth-seed¬ 
ed Panthers in an effort to erase those other 
two losses as well as the long skid vs. the 
Springfield school. 

Cathedral did its homework as well, know¬ 
ing it was "going into enemy territory before a 
packed house against a team seeded one 
notch higher arid-maybe more of a pre-season 
favorite for post-season honors. 

But the smaller Panthers’ confidence ran 
high because of the two earlier wins over AHS. 
Sometimes in athletic competition, you have 
to tailor make your own situation to meet your 
needs. That might explain what happened. 
The visitors knew what kind of team the 
Brownies were and why they had such a good 
season (16-4). Cathedral (14-6) had it figured 
out going in, just as it had in those two times 
against the Brownies earlier in the season. 

They stood up and stopped Agawam’s tran¬ 
sition. And a tight man-to-man defense hurt 
the Brownies’ post-up play. 

And some deadeye shooting (8-15) from 
three-point land didn’t hurt Cathedral’s cause 
either. Agawam went nowhere from the arc (2- 
13). 

The first half wasn’t all Cathedral. It didn’t 
go that way for the Panthers as the final score 
indicated. Agawam played steady ball through 
the first 16 minutes. Both.clubs manned up 
from the get-go, with a notion for a zone here 


and there. 

With 2:20 gone, the hosts jumped off to a 
6-3 lead, courtesy of a power drive down the 
lane by senior power forward Tory Lyons. The 
Panthers had canned an opening three to go 

1- 3 from the floor while the Brownies went 3-4. 

After a visitor trey behind an offensive 
rebound (Cathedral had nine offensive boards 
on the evening), things were tied at six. 

Agawam then went up 8-6. A soft jumper 
from the right side by Lyons had Agawani up 
10-6 at the 11:50 mark. A minute later, All- 
Scholastic sophomore point guard Kara Powell 
(10 first half points, 17 game) lofted a short 
jumper inside the circle for a 12-6 Brownie 
lead. 

The last part of the first half was the only 
time in the evening Agawam really got a bit of 
its transition game untracked. At that point, 
after a short 9-8 Agawam run, making it 21-14 
hosts, the Panthers unleashed the heavy 
artillery. 

They hit three-straight from beyond the 
arc. The Brownies were helped heading off 
the onslaught by the heads up play of Powell. 
The sophomore took control with a drive 
down the lane for a basket and knocked down 
a deuce from the right side to give her club a 
25-20 lead with 40 seconds to go in the half. 
But another Cathedral trey had the intermis¬ 
sion numbers at 25-23, Agawam. 

If you looked at the Brownies' stnt sheet 
during halftime, they didn't do that badly dur¬ 
ing the first half; Shooting 9-2. V (42%) from the 
field and 7-12 (58%) from the stripe, plus no 
threes. The Panthers hung right in there with 
sizzling numbers - 8-13 (61%), helped by 5-7 
(71%) from downtown. 

Cathedral hadn’t lost its touch and game 
plan when the second 16 minutes started. A 
three followed by a deuce, topped off by 
another trey had them up 31-25 with 1:51 off 
the clock. The Brownies had zoned up in their 

2- 3. Cathedral shot over it. Another bucket 
had them ahead 33-25. 

Powell drove the lane for two at 10:34. 
Agawam was down, 33-27. 

Play was getting more aggressive. The 
Panthers took advantage. A deuce plus one 
out of two from the line and then another two 


had them up 38-27 with 10:12 to play. A Powell 
jumper at 9:28 made it 38-29, visitors. 

The Cathedral zone was fronting the 
Brownie big kids. It was a total denial job. 
Junior Elizabeth Barker had junior Stacy 
Boisvert. Senior Diana Doyle was in Lyons’ 
shirt. Speedy senior Ann Talarico kept the 
rock away from Powell. Three of them played 
the basketball equivalent of football’s bump 
and run against the three Agawam starters, 

A Powell steal on a hustle play with 7:38 
left saw it 38-31, Cathedral. The Panthers took 
a 40-31 lead at the 6:50 mark. Then senior 
guard Meg Gloster’s trey brought the Brownies 
to within 6, 40-34, with 6:40 to go. Maybe a lit¬ 
tle hope was still left for the Brownies’ season. 
It was not to be on this frustrating night. 

Everyone on hand knew all that was left 
would be the stretch run. It hurt the Brownie 
faithful as they saw their team outscored to the 
buzzer, 22-13 over the final 6:30. Cathedral 
rose to 15-6 and went to where the Brownies 
(16-5) had hoped to go - into a semifinal dog¬ 
fight at the Curry Hicks Gage at UMass against 
top seeded Minnechaug (20-1), a 54-33 winner 
over #8 Taconic on die same night Cathedral 
beat the Brownies. The Falcons beat the 
Panthers in the DY finaYs Vast season. 

It was more of the same Monday evening 
as the champs frustrated Cathedral 50-32, as 
they have their sights set on their sixth section¬ 
al crown in eight years. That brings us back to 
the why question. Minnechaug beat the 
Panthers three tunes th\s year. Whyr hYayhe \t s 
a question never to be answered.

AHS Boys' Hoop Had Its Ups and Downs In '03-'04

If the Agawam High boys’ 
hoop team had the ability to look 
into the future before the 2003- 
04 season began, they might have 
felt a chill or two race up and 
down their collective spines. 

They had a prodigious sched¬ 
ule ahead of them. Of their 20 
games, they were to play 12 times 
against teams who would be seed¬ 
ed in the season-ending playoffs 
from both Division I and Division 
II. Many of the teams were good 
ones from the dog-eat-dog 
Suburban League where Agawam 
operates - Putnam (last year's 
S u b u r ba n c ha mps), or 
Greenfield (this year’s Suburban 
co-champs and a D II power), 
plus Chicopee Comp (this year's 
Suburban co-champ) and 
Minnechaug (third place in the 
Suburban this year). 

Another opponent would be 
perennial power Longmeadow 
(Valley Wheel). All of the above 
were given good seeds in the 
tournament, which is well under¬ 
way right now. It was a tall order 
for the Brownies. They finished 
8-12 overall and 7-9 in the 
Suburban (fifth place, five games 
Y*A\wu\ pYace). 

Agawam was a pYavofV team 
(losing to Longmeadow) last sea¬ 
son in Coach Mike Vedovelli's 
first year at the helm. He took a 
look at the just completed cam¬ 
paign tor Yds c\ub. They started 
out pretty well with a 6-3 slate. 
“We were in every game in the 
earlv going and got some breaks. 
Losses weren't negative things for 
us then,” he noted. 

Like most clubs in that time 
of the high school season, the 
Brownies suffered with the over¬ 
flow from football, according to 
the coach. Many of the kids who 
play that sport play basketball 
and come to the courts from the 
field a little banged up. Getting 
the kinks out takes time. The 
MIAA gives them nine days of 
practice to do that. “It all works. 
The kids come in and they have a 
certain mind set. They are sports 
driven. The incentive is there,” 
he said. 

The early key to the season 
was two big games. The first was 
an embarrassing 89-40 loss 
December 16th at Longmeadow, 
which is seeded #2 in the tourna¬ 
ment. “We shook that one off 
and just regrouped,” Coach 


Vedovelli smiled. 

Indeed they did. Three nights 
later they jumped all over 
Putnam (13th seed in the play¬ 
offs), last season’s Suburban 
League champions, by a score of 
64-49. If the Brownies had some 
little weakness this season, the 
coach addressed it. “We had 
some problems at the line. We 
struggled and shot about 52 per¬ 
cent. I would like to improve that 
and ask for production from 65- 
70 percent. Some of the games 
we lost this year were because the 
point margin was a little too 
small and we had to make that 
up from the line,” he said. 

As the season wore on, they 
lost eight of their Final 10 games, 
mostly because they played seven 
teams who were to be in the tour¬ 
nament later on. But the two kids 
who generally put poiuts on the 
board as the season progressed 
were All-Scholastic junior guard 
Tim Culhane, who led the 
Suburban League with 15.9 PPG. 
“Tim ran our offense well and 
got comfortable with the transi¬ 
tion with every g^me,” the coach 
noted. 

The other one was senior 
power forward Justin Perry, who 
was fourth in the league (13.6 
PPG). “Justin worked real hard 
a\\ \ear lo improve bis shooting. 
And it worked for him.” Vedovelli 
noted. 

Many of the faithful might 
smile when they remember the 
game against bast Longmeadow 
at Cliff Kibbe Gym on Friday, 
January 2 when Perry buried a 
last second trey from what 
seemed like the parking lot for 
the game winner in a 56-53 victo¬ 
ry over the Spartans. 

Two disappointments came to 
Vedovelli’s mind when he was 
asked - their blowout 82-51 loss 
January 26 to DII power South 
Hadley, which is seeded second 
in DII behind Greenfield. That 
Longmeadow loss was painful, as 
well. 

It was a long season. That can 
mean there had to be some highs 
and lows. The most points the 
Brownies scored in the season 
was 70, a 75-70 loss to Putnam on 
January 23. The niost they gave 
up was the 89 to Longmeadow. 
The least they scored was 40 in 
the Longmeadow game. The 
fewest points the Brownies 
allowed during the year was 34 in 
a 51-34 win over Northampton 
on January 5. And they beat old 


foe West Springfield twice, 54-51 
on December 22 and 69-58 on 
January 27. 

The Brownies averaged 45.3 
PPG (906 points) and gave up 
48.7 PPG (975 points) in the 
2003-04 season.
